Lukos was shot and mortally wounded 


by one or both of two men who entered 
the saloon, Tuesday night. ~The shoot- 


ing occurred in the presence of Lukos’ 
bride of five months. 

At 10 a. m., Thursday, Moeller mounted 
@ bench im his cell and leaped headfirst 
against the bars on the opposite side 
of the cell. Herman Ruesicen, the turn- 
key, rushed to the cell. Before he could 
open the door Moeller twice repeated 
the headlong dive. 

Searching for “Bud” Murray. 

Moeller’s head was only § slightly 
bruised. He was sent to Police Head- 
quarters for safe keeping. He had told 
Capt. Johnson, Wednesday night, that 
he would kill himself if implicated in 
the murder. 

Acting o~ Moeller’s written statement, 
the police, Thursday, continued their 
gearch for Richard (Bud) Murray, a

He 
paid $3 each for them. Moeller said they 
put the revolvers in their pockets and 
then visited several more-saloons. 

Bride in the Saloon,

Civil Service Commission Re- 
ports to Governor and Chair- 
man of Department Resigns. 


DISEASED HOGS SOLD 


Bad Porkers Also Traded for 
Good Ones, According to 
Investigators’ Findings. 


By Associated Press. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Sept. 4.—Serious 


irregularities on the part of the Illinois 
State Livestock Commission are alleged 
in the report of the Illinois Civil Serv- 
ice Commission, which has made an in- 
vestigation, the report of which was 
given out today by Gov. Dunne. 

The Governor announced that he had 
accepted the resignation of Phil 8S. Ha- 
ner of Taylorville, chairman of the 
board, the resignation to be effective at 
once. 

It is charged in the report that Chair- 
man Haner in 1909 purchased at his own 
expense, without the authority of the 
Commission, four carloads of razorback 
hogs for use in the State biological lab- 
cratory for the manufacture of hog 
cholera serum, and that he later reim- 
bursed himself by taking well-fed, 
lealthy hogs, purchased out of the State 
funds, also without authorization of the 
Commission. 

He drew for himself the sum of $331 as 
a balance due him, but the auditors 
have been unable to find how he got 
his money out of the State Treasury. 

It is also chatged that Haner made 
a verbal contract with Joseph Mills, a 
small packer just outside of the East 
St. Louis stock yards, to slaughter hogs 
at $1 per head, and to care for hogs 
while being immunized for serum pur- 
poses, and that this deal furnished the 
basis for fraud and corruption. 

Hogs Not Accounted For. 

R, O. Shepherd, State Agent at East 
St. Louis, was instructed to supervise 
the work. The State constructed the 
slaughtering plant which Mills is now 
using as his own property, it is al- 
leged. Of the hogs purchased by Mills 
from June 8, 1911, to June 30, 1913, 
11% hogs, valued at $10,000, are unac- 
counted for, says the report. 

Mills slaughtered the hogs recognized 
as diseased, extracted their blood and 
sold their meat in the open market and 
at'least two-thirds of the infected hogs 
were sold for meat, according to the tes- 
timony of the employes who said these 
diseased hogs were passed upon and in- 
spected by Shepherd, the State’s own 
agent. : 

The report says that the finances of 
the state laboratory have not been 
properly handled in that the fees and 
income have not been turned into the 
State Treasury, as provided by law, 
tut that they have been held as private 
eccount of the commission and checked 
upon. 

The report criticises the distribution 
of serum free of charge, especially 
where no record is kept of its dispo- 
sition. Large quantities shipped to 
Shepherd are not accounted for. 

Tubercular Cows Sold. 

The report also states that dealers in 
the northern part of the state have 
been for a long time engaged in bring- 
ing into Southern [Illinois and selling 
here tubercular cows. 

It says that the employes of the live- 
stock commission were aware of this 
practice, but that they took no action 
to prevent the practice or to prosecute 
the offenders. 

The report finds that the commfisstfon 
has been aware of this for a long time, 
but that the responsibility was shiftea 
from one officer to another, 

It is also stated that the commission 
has been in the habit of recognizing the 
diplomas of candidates for practice as 
veterinarians, although clothed with au- 
thority to conduct its own examination 
and that as a result the State has been 
overrun with incompetent and low-grade 
practitionérs. 

The Civil Service Commission recom- 
mends the installation of a new account- 
ing system in the department, and that 
the free distribution of serum be stopped 
and that a small charge be made to 
cover its cost. 

It states that it is preparing to hold 
efficiency examinations to determine the 
fitness of assistant state veterinarians, 
and that it will propose a plan for the 
co-operation and co-ordination of all the 
branches of the board throughout the 


State.

The height of a fireball above 
the tarth is from 66 to 8 miles at the 
start and 25 to 50 miles at the ending of 
its visible path. The fireball, or bolide. 
is comparatively common, and it has no 
known effect or significance in’ climatic 
and atmospheric matters.

ANOTHER DELAY LIKELY

Defendant’s Lawyers Say She Is 
Bedridden and It Is Impossible 
to Remove Her for Trial. 


At a conference Wednesday at Clay- 
pton between the lawyers it was in- 
dicated that another continuance will 
be granted Sept. 15 when the bigamy 
case against Mrs. Dora Elizabeth Ful- 
ler-Doxey-Erdar-Whitney is called for 
trial. Prosecuting Attorney Lashley 
said after the conferen¢e he would not 
consent to another continuance, but that 
he will not resist such an application 
and would not demand a forfeiture of 
her bond if she does not appear at the 
September term of court.

Nine previous continuances have been 
granted.

E. Erder, a mail clerk, after she had 
bigamously married him while she was 
the wife of Dr. Loren Doxey. Since that 
trial Dr. Doxey was drowned and his 
wife married Whitney, a ranchman of

E. M. BOWMAN, ORGANIST, 
FORMER ST. LOUISAN, DIES 


He Played at Union Methodist 
and Second Baptist Churches 
—Played With Lizst. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—Edward Mor- 
ris Bowman, one of the best known 
organists in America, died yesterday 
in Brooklyn, aged 66. He was born 
in Barnard, Vt., and was able to play 
by ear and extemporize at the age 
of 7. 

In 1866, Bowman came to New York 
and studied the organ and theory of 
music with John . Morgan and was 
appointed organist of Trinity Church. 
Later Bowman went to St. Louis and 
became organist at the Union Meth- 
odist Church and afterwards went to 
Berlin where he studied piano with 
Franz Bendel, a pupil of Lizst, and 
the organ with Edward Rohde and 
August Haupt. In 1874, Bowman vis- 
ited Lizst in Weimar and had the 
honor of playing for and with the 
composer. 

Bowman returned to St. Louis and 
was organist at the Second Baptist 
Church and afterwards went to Lon- 
don, where he studied the organ with 
Dr. J. Frederick Bridges at West- 
minster Abbey.

morrow without action. He said he 
would then endeavor to force the Sen- 
ate to decide whether it wants to pro- 
ceed now on currency revision or allow 
the Banking Committee to conduct hear- 
ings until December. 

“There is no emergency at the present 
tsme that has not cxisted in an equal de- 
gj1ee for the last two years which would 
necessitate banking and currency legis- 
iation/’ said he. 

Festus J. Wade Urges Changes. 

Festus J. Wade of the Mercantile 
Trust Co. of St. Louis, one of the 
representatives of the Chicago con- 
ference of bankers, told the Senate 
Banking Committee that the Admin- 
istration currency bill would put the 
whole burden of organization on the 
“commercial banks of the country.” 

“The national banks are simply the 
commercial banks moving the mer- 
chandise and the commerce of the 
nation,” he said. “This bill, in its 
principles, ignores the great banking 
strength that has really developed 
the country—the state banks and 
trust companies that have financed 
building, land development, farming 
and internal improvements.” 

“Fatal Economic Mistake.” 

Inducements necessary to draw in the 
state and national banks had apparently 
been lost sight of, he thought. 

Wade declared the issue of currency 
ard the handling of the bank reserves 
should be divided and not joined as in 
the new Dill. 

“It would be a fatal economic mistake 
for the Government to issue the curren- 
cy of the nation,’’ he said, “because it 
would put the Government in debt just 
that much more than is necessary.” 

Hie declared the tankers appeared not 
as bankers, but as public-spirited citi- 
vens, in urging the change. 

“We say: ‘Don’t put the credit of the 
Government behind this great issue of 
notes.’ The time may easily come when 
the nation’s credit will need all the 
strength it ean conimand for emergen- 
cies.”’ 


Wade Outlines His Ideas. 
The committee asked Wade to. outline 


his ideas of a new Federal banking sys- 
tem. He said a central bank with 
branches in the large cities would be the 
nucleus of any ideal system; the power 
of note issue should be left to banks, 
under control of the Government, the 
banks to have representation on the 
Federal board of control. 

These notes should be obligations of 
the banks and not of the Government, 
said Wade; they should be redeemable 
in gold with a 50 per cent gold Feserve. 
The Federal reserve board should have 
the power to increase or diminish this 
percentage of reserve in time of finan- 
cial distress. The law would then pro- 
vide that the national and state banks 
and trust companies could do business 
under the system, provided they became 
members of the central bank. Wade's 
plan provided for the retirement of the 
present Government bond-secured na- 
tional bank currency and the refunding 
of the bonds.

Ammonia fumes from a feed pipe of 
the St!’ Louis’ Refrigerating and Cold 
Storage Co. swept the streets in the vi- 
cinity of Sixth and Market streets at 
midnight Wednesday, causing pedestri- 
ans and occupants of stores, hotels and 
rooming houses to hasten from that lo- 
cality. 

The fumes came from a leak in a de- 
fective joint in the pipe along Sixth 
street. Workmen were digging to re- 
pair the pipe when the ammonia, which 
tad accumulated under the ground, was 
freed. For an hour pedestrians were un- 
able to cross Sixth street, and it was 
several hours before the joint had been 
repaired and the fumes had been dissi- 
pated. 

Ammonia fumes are heavier than air 
and stay close to the ground. When 
released into the air, the pungent odor 
is stifling and would suffocate anyone 
who was overcome and unable to set 
out of reach of the gas. 

The inhalation of a small amount of 
ammonia has the effect of clarifying the 
head, but in large quantities it is ex- 
tremely: dangerous, oppressing the lungs 
and contracting the nostrils.

AS A NATION THINKS— | 

Countless affairs every day attest the force of 
public opinion—some so tiny as to concern only 
Mrs. Grundy of the neighborhood; others of pith 
and moment extending to state and nation. Vis- 
count Haldane does not go too far in declaring 
before the American Bar Association that pub- 
lic opinion is the great force which actuates 
obedience to law, and a power above the arbi- 
trary execution of justice. 

What is.the physical ~ulsion of law com- 
pared to what people are thinking? Not only 
does the common brain supply the vasomotor en- 
ergy without which the crm of the law would 
hang limp, but to a large ex’ent it supplies the 
springs of individual action. That is to say, 
the conse.sus, the morale behind the law, the 
vital principle that moves it when need be, also 
operates directly and to a greater extent upca 
the individual without recourse te the medium 
o* law, but of its own vigor. This is .ue princi- 
pal vigor which any government can possess. 
Certainly it ie true of this ountry iat ‘t is 
mainly governed by what may be called moral 
suasion. And in a democracy devoted to the 
elevation of the individual, the uplift of the 
human being, the tendency must be to less gov- 
ernment by statute and more by moral suasion— 
ox public opinion. 

How seldom the law itself touches the aver- 
age citizen. Personified by the policeman and 
the taxgatherer, its contact with him is almost 
nil. But to how great an extent is he moved 
and controlled by considerations of what the 
neighbors think or would think. Public opin- 
ion’s workings are as simple as they are pow- 
erful. Fishwives’ gossip is more potent than 
the fourth book of Blackstone. The gossip of 
a dozen clubmen may prove more restraining 
than the penal clause of the Sherman act. 

Consideration for the next man’s opinion is, 
after all, but consideration for the next man 
himself and his rights—the essence of Christian- 
ity, the ethics of civilization. Consideration for 
one’s neighbor is and should be the only quali- 
fication or restraint upon individual liberty 
under a perfect democracy. 7 

“They say. Who says? Let them say,” is a 

ence to public opinion which is characteristic of 
the world’s most backward citizens. Exponents 
of the’ same bravado are still found in our own 
country, but the men who are not amenable to 
public opinion, the Boss Murphy, the William 
Rockefeller, the licentious politician, the lawless 
capitalist, are becoming rarer. We have seen an 
Aldrich resign, - a Cannon quelled. Greatest of 
tributes to the power of right thinking, we often 
see the crooked Croesus turn pious philanthropist 
and try to buy back public esteem. A live and 
progressive public opinion must eventually cure 
all of that lawlessness which is beyond the reach 
of legislatures, courts and constables. 
To enlighten, to Jead, to stimulate and to 
strengthen that public opinion, to uphold civic and 
national ideals as well as private or domestic 
morals and business ethics, becomes, therefore, 
the noblest of tasks, whether the educative effort 
be directed to the individual or to the masses. 
To increase the potentiality of right thinking is 
finally to insure right living. As a man thinketh 
so is he, and as a nation thinks, so muat it be. 
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“nitomse has commuted the death sentence of the 
assailant who shot at him three times April 13, 
but does not promise permanent rewards of such 
magnitude for poor marksmanship. 
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IN EWROPE’S ABMED CAMP. 
When French cannon used by the Balkan allieg 
outdid German cannon used by the Turks, in the 
first round of the Balkan war, German military 
and manufacturing prestige suffered a severe set 
back. ;

In contrast 
with this disastrous wreck was the recent col- 
lision of almost equal violence between two steel 
trains on the Pennsylvania road at Tyrone, in 
which not a single person was killed. The public 
would not have long to wait, if the extinction of 
this dangerous rolling stock were left to the de- 
structive effects of sr ~>-ups.

About Registering Poisons. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

The arrest of Charles J. Wachtel, druggist, on 
a charge of selling poison without first register- 
ing it, brings to light the fact that we need a 
law prohibiting the sale of poisons altogether, 
or the present law should be repealed, allowing 
the public to purchase poison without rendering 
the accommodating druggist liable to arrest and 
Any broad-minded pers6én can realize that, 
even if Mr. Wachtel had registered the sale, it 
would not have prevented the accident through 
which Mrs. Neff lost her life. The point is this, 
that persons wishing to commit suicide will do 
so regardless of registration books, and that 
people not wishing to kill themselves will not 
do s0, no matter how easily they can obtain 
poison. As an example: a customer came into 
my store last week and wanted 15 cents’ worth 
of carbolic acid. I questioned him, and the rea- 
sons and purpose for which he wanted it being 
satisfactory, I registered and sold tt to him. That 
night he killed himself. If I had not registered 
the sale, I would have been arrested and fined. 
Registering the sale did not save.the man’s life, 
but I complied with the law and was not mo- 
lested. Mr. Wachtel will probably be charged 
with criminal carelessness, but, in my opinion, 
the person who placed the poison in the food 
is guilty of both criminal carelessness and negli- 
gence. Some physicians would like to have the 
sale of carbolic acid stopped entirely, while 
others claim that it saves more lives than it 
kills in cases of dog bites, as a wash for sores, 
etc. Under the present law, druggists buy a 
poison register, which is worth* about 25 cents, 
and for which they pay one dollar, and register 
the names, etc., of poigon purchasers, and still 
accidents happen, and people continue to kill 
themselves. ..The useless red-tape incident to the 
registering of poisons goes for naught, and, “un- 
less the public wakes up, reads labels and ex- 
ercises a little more care when handling poisons, 
the accidents will increase. The States of Ari- 
zona, Indiana, Maryland, Nevada, New Mexico and 
Texas have no poison laws whatever, and, while 
I do believe in questioning and cautioning the 
purchasers of poison, I do not think {ft right to 
arrest and fine a man simply because he did not 
register the sale of poison, the registering of 
which benefits nobody. In my opinion, the poi- 
son register law is a joke, and I would like to 
hear from someone who can show good reason 
why it should not be stricken from the statute 
books.

No doubt there are 
germs in some of the public swimming 
pools, just as Dr. Starkloff says. A 
germ, so far as we have been able to 
observe, is a cleanly bug as bugs go, 
and if it, too, is bathing, it only con- 
firms what we have oftentimes been 
pleased to observe. One disputant makes 
the point that there were no germs 
in the old swimming hole, judging by 
the effect of swimming in it when there 
Was a green scum on the water. Our 
own experience was that the old swim- 
ming hole was not sufficiently sanitary 
for germs. I well remember hew we 
used to roll the scum up like a carp >t 
and set ‘it aside on the bank while we 
hed fun in the water, as carefully re- 
placing it when we were done. We 
knew nothing of bacteriology. We were 
only very fair entomologists, and we 
knew the bugs would not use the pool 
when it was foul. 

The problem with respect to the public 
bath is how to keep it pure enough for 
public purposes without making it at- 
tractive to germs. The old swimming 
hole struck this balance nicely. Drained 
and fed by a flowing brook, the flow- 
ing waters of which were not too vio- 
lent gently to course under the scum 
without breaking it, the old swimming 
hole had no difficulty occupying that 
middle ground between the over-cleanly 
and the uncleanly which the public bath 
must eventually rest upon.

His lectures were 
interdicted, and he was threatened with 
the direst penalties unless he ceased 
his “immoral and atheistical’’ teach- 
ings; but he kept on with his propa 
ganda, visiting all the large towns of 
Germany and the Conttnent, an@ by 
1805 all of Europe was interested in the 
Vienna doctor.

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 4.—In what 
Assistant United States District Attor- 
ney Cary R. Alburn characterizes as 
one of the ‘“‘wickedest and largest black- 
mailing schemes ever heard of,” Mrs. 
Margaret A. Carter, 51, wife of a retired 
tcbacco manufacturer, and occupying 
a place in the society of Elyria, O., 
was locked in the county jail in default 
of $10,000 bail imposed by United States 
Commissioner Daoust. 

She is charged with seeking; by use 
of threatening letters, to mulct Miss 
Lillian Huntington, heiress, out of 
$3000, and the United States District 
sittorney says that the saine hand con- 
cocted other equally 
which have been sent to a dozen prom- 
inent and wealthy persons in Elyria, 
Cleveland and other towns in North- 
ern Ohio. 

These letters, it is charged, revealed 
a half uncanny intimacy of knowledge 
with the most private affairs of the 
persons threatened = and, with the 
threats they bore caused actual terror. 

It is not known whether any of the 
letters were successful in bringing cash 
returns, but many of those who have 
received letters or to whom the letters 
were traced are wary of admitting any- 
thing concerning them. 

Inherited a Large Fortune. 

F. M Stevens, ap Elyria attorney, has 
been retained by Mrs. Carter, and he 
said that no effort would be made to 
have her released on bail until her 
hearing, which will occur before United 
States Commissioner Daoust here, on 
Friday afternoon, when it is expected 
that Miss Huntington will appear per-
